He officiat- 
ed at the weddings of the Dukes of 
Gloucester and Kent, brothers of 
the king, at the silver jubilee ser- 
vice of King George V in St. Paul's 
Cathedral in 1935, and at the lat- 
ter's funeral. 


After the abdication of Edward 


Yin, he said in a broadcast that it 
was "strange and sad" that Edward 
"should have disappointed hopes so 
high and abandoned a trust so 
great." 


The subject was aired on the 


floor of the house of commons, 
where one outspoken member, In- 
dependent Laborite Jock McGovern, 
declared bishops should "get out 
and deal with unemployment in- 
stead of kicking a man when he's 
down."

DOCTORS DOING THEIR PART 


According to the report of the secretary made at 


the January meeting of the Warren County Medical 
Society, of 51 members in the organization eight arc 
now in military service. In addition it is unofficially 
learned that at least one or two more may be called 
within the next few weeks. 


Fortunately for the welfare of the American people, 


the American medical profession was preparing for war 
long before the bombs fell on Pearl Harbor. 


Since June, 1940, the Journal of the American 


Medical Association points out, the medical profession 
has been intensely engaged in standardization of military 
medical procedures, encouragement and promotion of 
scientific military medical research, and enrollment of 
medical personnel. 


More than 10,000 physicians have entered the mili- 


tary service, and over 25,000 have given their services 
without charge, to the Selective Service boards. Addi- 
tional thousands of qualified men of medicine are asso- 
ciated with the Army and Navy Medical Corps, the Pub- 
lic Health Service, and other governmental departments 
of a military or quasi-military nature. 


The doctors have shown the highest type of patri- 


otism. On their shoulders fall the vast responsibility of 
keeping the military and civilian populations mentally 
and physically fit. They accept that responsibility with- 
out reservation. They know the material results will be 
small. Their principal reward will be in the knowledge 
of a vital public service well done. 


The American fighting forces and the American 


people at large are receiving a kind of medical service 
unrivaled on earth. 
No other nation enjoys higher 


standards of health—and in no other nation are the 
requirements laid down by military service so high. 
The health of our people is one of our greatest weapons. 


The doctor will play a decisive role in the winning 


of the war, and we may well be proud of the physicians 
who have gone into the service from this county.

SAVINGS BONDS AND SAVINGS 


The thought behind defense bonds was broader 


' than merely to provide money for conducting the war. 
It was also that by channeling some of people's excess 
income away from the consumer markets and into sav- 
ings to be spent not now but later, competition for reduc- 
ed stocks of goods would be lessened and a tendency 
toward inflation minimized. 


Now it develops that many of the' bonds are be- 


ing bought with money already saved in bank accounts 
or with other forms of savings. Of course that means 
a mere transfer from one form of savings to another, 
and defeats part of the purpose of the plan. One who 
buys war bonds out of savings, and goes on spending 
all of an augmented income on consumer goods is not 
really contributing as much to the national welfare as 
one who leaves his former savings where they were, 
and buys bonds out of new savings brought about by 
spending less of his weekly or monthly income.
